ra iroad (|uestlon. who have exaniln- 
™ the new bill, generally commend 
the form that this legislation has ta- 
ken. They assort that tho bill 
is 


manifestly a fair one. both^to ship- 
per and carrier, and that man> o 
the features so strenuously opposed 
by the carriers In the Cullom bill arc 
r.ot embraced In the pending meas 
\ircA. brief synopsis of the bill Is as 


"section 1 of tho bill amends sec- 
tion 10 of the act. so that the trans- 
portation of or offer to transport traf- 
fic at any other rate, or upon any oth- 
er terms or conditions than thoso 
stated In the published tariffs, or tiio 
.payment of any rebate or departure. 
Isy any device, from published rates, 
•without 'having first publlsed a tar- 
iff applicable to tho same, shall 
be 


deemed a mlsdomeanor. •punishable 
Tiy a fine of not less than $5.000 nor 
more than $20.000. That the mak- 
ing of any false representation as to 
•weight or description of property by 
a shipper shall be punishable by a 
fine of from $1.000 to $5.000. All im- 
prisonment .penalties prescribed by 
the existing act are eliminated. 
Section 2 amends section 15 of the 


act so that It shall be the -duty of the 
commission, when, after a full hear- 
ing. It is found that any rate, rela- 
tion of rates, classification of freight, 
or other practice of the carrier 
Is 


in violation of any provision of the 
act. .to order such change to 
be 
made therein ns it (the commission) 
jnay determine to be necesasry. 
In 
order to correct ho wrong. Tho com- 
mission's orders shall ta1;e effect in 
not less than twenty days after serv- 
ice upon the carrier: but the carrier 
may apply to a circuit court of the 
United States for n review of any such 
order within that time, which shall of 
itself suspend the xirdi-r for thirty 
days. If It plainly appears that the 
•crder Is unlawful, or is unjust and 
•unreasonable upon the facts. 
tho 


court may suspend Its operation dur- 
ing tho pendency of proceedings. 
If. 


upon hearing, the court finds the or- 
der not to be lawful. Just and reas- 
onable.. It shall 
vacate said order. 


Either party has the right to appeal 
to tlte supreme court, within thirty 
days; but such appeal shall not stay 
or supersede tho order of the cir- 
cuit court 
i 
Section 3 amends section If. of the 
act. so that the orders of the commis- 
sion shall continue in force for two 
years only; but'in case a change shall 
thereafter be mado by tho carrier In 
the rate or practice prescribed by 
such order, any party Interested may 


-' file objection thereto with tho com- 


mission within sixty days, and the 
commission may order a restoration 
thereof pending 
Its 
Investigation, 


•which order shall not be subject to re- 
view: but a final order, pursuant to 
tho Investigation, shall be subject to 
the same right/of review as the or- 
iginal order. 
In case of refusal or 
neglect to obey tho commission's or- 
der, the circuit court having* jurisdic- 
tion Is required, upon petition 
of 


the commission, or any interested 
Tarty, to enforce obedience thereof; 
the penalty for refusal or neglect to 
obey such order'being $10.000 
for 


every day of default. 
The. circuit 
court Is required to enjoin carriers 
and shippers from giving or receiv- 
ing any concession 
from published 
rates, and tho carrier from render- 
Ing greater service 
In any respect 


than that stated In the published tar- 
iffs.
